ing^ and repnir work had not yet been completed in June and July 
1951. 

2, The sulphurie aeid installation of the plant was built in 1928 and 
was obsolete. It produced sulphurie aeid by the eontact process.i 
Yanadium was used as catalyst. The raw materials were supplied by 
the SAG Leuna Chemical Plant. In the summer of 1951, there were three 
old eontact boilers in operation with a total daily produetion of 
about 25 tons of concentrated sulphurie aeid. An additicnal large 
eontact boiler with a dally capaclty of 30 tons of sulphurie aeid, 
which had boen set up in 1938, had not been in operation sińce the 
end of the war beeause it nad to be thoroughly overhauled. The three 
old eontact boilers which were still in operation were also seheduled 
to be overhauled in the near futurę. After overhauling . the sulphurie 
aeid installation will be able to produce 60 tons of sulphurie aeid 
daily. Part of the sulphurie aeid produetion was proeessed into 
battery aeid. The fully utilizod capaclty of the installation for the 
produetion of Prussian blue and milori blue (Berlin blue FeA(FeCn6)0 
was JO tons monthly. The raw materiał for this produetion was supplied 

^ by the SAG Mtrogen $łant in Piesteritz*(U 52/E 37). The Kali-Chomie 
Plant is the only boviet Łone plant produc'n" milori blue and therefore 
tliis product is in great demand. The bulk of this produetion was 
shipped to Eastern Bloc countries. The produetion of potassium 
ferrocyanide was about 20 tons monthly. The raw materiał for this 
produetion was also supplied by the SAG Mtrogen Jjlant in Piesteritz. 
The entire potassium ferrocyanide produetion, which is nainly used in 
the film industry, was shipped to the SAG Film Factory in Eołfcn** 

(IT 52/E 14). The pharmaceutical department has resumed fuli produetion. 
Its produetion consisted of "Aplona", an apple diet (Apfeldiaet) for 
ailments of the stornach and intestines; "Purostrophan" and 'Strorhantos# 
both products for heart diseases; '‘Calaroso" , an invert su:^ar solutlon 
(Invortzuckerłoesung) , used as a substitute for dextrose; and addi- 
tional pharmaceutical products. Tho plant had a department for the 
produetion of X-ray intensifying foils (Roentgen~Verstaerker-Folien) . 
The ammonia department of the plant which produced sulphurie aeid 
ammonia for synthetic fertilizers had not yet resumed produetion. 
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The ins talie ti on was severiy damaged and will reąuire much rdoair 
work, 

2, The Sulphuric Aeid Department xr3a headed by one Brutschin (fnu) , 
the Illori Blue Department by one Hasch (fnu) , and the Pharraaeeu- 
tical Department by one Dr, Fritzlaff (fnu), The manager of the 
plant was Bnettner (fnu) . 
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
